War Affect*. 
< hun Ii Finances 
It is generally admitted iu church 
circles of all bodies th a t the war in 
Europe and general business condi­ 
tions have seriously; affected both 
the income of churches as individual 
organizations an i National Homo and 
Foreign 
Mission boards. 
Hardly a 
mission board either home or foreign 
h3s closed the year without a debt. 
Methodist, Baptist, Episcopal and 
Presbyterian all fell far behind last 
year. 
The 
Presbyterian 
boards, j 
home, foreign and publication fell | 
behind to the extent of $430,000. The 
Episcopal board of missions finds it- j 
self in debt to the extent of $254,000, 
of which $56,000 piled up within 
the past year. 
The Baptist boards 
have cut down their deficits to $42,- 
000. 
The Methodist foreign board 
fared better than most others and 
ended the year only $30,000 behind. 
Presbyterians have through their 
moderator, the Rev Maitland Alex­ 
ander of Pittsburg, sent in letters to 
each church asking them to observe 
January 3 to IO as a week of “ Self 
Denial" in which to raise the neces­ 
sary $430,000 to pay their debt. The 
letter asks Presbyterians 
to 
deny 
themselves of one luxury 
for 
the 
week. It suggests th at men accustom­ 
ed to paying fifteen and tw*enty-five 
cents for a cigar get along with a 
ten cent cigar, that an accustomed 
visit to an expensive restaurant or 
to th** opera be postponed and such 
expenditure be turned over to the 
boards to pay debts with. 


Episcopal Church 
Shows Growth 
Episcopal church growth for the 
vear 1914 is shown to be far above 
the average in years, according to the 
Living Church Annual and Church­ 
m a n ’s Almanac for 1915, just pub­ 
lished. 
The num ber of the communi­ 
cants is now past 
the 
one million 
mark, or 1,015,000, an increase of 
028 per cent during the past year. 
Contributions for all work amount 
to $19,736,000, of which $1,050,000 
went for the board of missions. Of 
this sum the parishes give $666,800. 
The gross increase for the year was 
$49,000. 
It is interesting to note that the 
diocese of New York gave $2,961,- 
000 for all work; Massachusetts ll,* 
120,000; 
Pennsylvania, $1,493,000, 
and Long Island gave nearly a mil­ 
lion, $804,000. 
The financial sta te ­ 
ment of the five million dollar com­ 
mission of the general clergy relief 
shows that during 
the 
past year 
$ 100.000 was paid out to aged and 
disabled clergy and to widows and 
orphans in amounts up to $600, and 
included the payment of pension-in- 
terest checks to 728 men over 6 4 
years of age. Seventy-five thousand 
dollars was left to the fund in wills 
and $150,000 was received from oth* 
er sources. 
The net gain in num ber 
of clergy was 93, far above the av­ 
erage in recent years. The total n u m ­ 
ber i« 5,54 6.
